!• A publloiaad Intention of HaJ Amia hiaayni to fom a new Palestine 
Ooraroment in the area of Palestine outside Israel received an 
unfavorable reaction among resldenta In the Hebron area^ part^^ularl/ 
among the refugee leaders « To emphasise the opposition to I^iJ Amin's 
plan, the refugee leaders called a meeting to voice their opinion to 
Shaykh Muhammad All Jabari, a Mmber of the deXegation to the Arab 
conference due to be held In Cssablencs* 

2« On 2ii August 1959, Bhsykh Hohsmmsd All Jsbsrl met with 60 representa* 
tlves of the reT^ees in Hebron* The group protested against HiJ Amin 
and his representative in tebanon, Amll Churl for calling for the 
fomstion of a PU.sstine State* Their objection was that any dlvlaloa 
of Jordan would weaken the Eastern Arab front with Zsresl* Tbs leaders 
entduiaited that no solution to the PO.sstlne question wss scoeptsble 
which preve nt ed repstrlatlon* They also refused to accept any eolution 
wfaloh did not have the backing of King Husayn* Nor did they consider 
Jordan e foreign state and pointed out that historically P^stlne and 
Transjordsn vers end ore still referred to as Southern Syria as proof 
of their close ties between East and West Jordan* 
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
